BELLE GLADE-The lack of new 
home construction in Sugar 
Subdivision West was brought to 
the attention of the Belle Glade 
City Commissioners Monday night 
during the regular meeting. 

Dr. Howard Hill, local builder, 
noted that only eight lots had 
been “closed”, leaving 26 unsold. 
He said he felt the terms of the 
sale had something to do with 
this. 

Dr. Hill told the commissioners 
а man must have $6,000 in cash in 
order to buy the lot, then he must 
go to a contractor and financial 
institution to arrange for home 
construction. 

He asked if the"commission had 
though about allowing a contract- 
or to put up a building, with the 
city retaining title of the property, 
and selling the unit as a package. 

When sold, the city would 
receive the money for the lot and 
the contractor would "get what's 
left over.” 

Commissioner Tom Altman 
noted there is nothing that would 
prevent a person from “putting 
the whole package together" 
himself, including mortgage on the 
the lot as well as the building. 

Dr. Hill said this was correct, 
but asked why no homes had been 
constructed during the past six 
months if this was the case. 

City Attorney John Baker, in 

response to a question, said he 
could find nothing wrong with the 
city and contractors reaching an 
agreement along those lines.

BELLE GLADE--Willie Bell was 
granted a non-conforming mobile 
home permit by the Belle Glade 
City Commission.

It appears as if South Bay resi- 
dents will have to start paying 
higher water and sewer bills in the 
future, due to an ordinance passed 
Monday night by the city commis- 
sion in special session. 

The rates for water would be in- 
creased to $4.32 for the first 3000 
Kallons for both residential and 
commercial users. Sewer rates 
would raise for residential custo- 
mers to $6.25 per month. Commer- 
cial users would pay 150% of their 
water bill. 

The raise in rates is due to con- 
ditions set down by the Farmer's 
Home Administration who is loan- 
ing the city $1,050,000 and granting 


„another $950,000 for the construc- 


tion of a combined water and sewer 
plant. The reason for the raise in 
rates, as specified by the FHA, is to

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USDA increases payments for 
lunch, breakfast, day care 


ASHINGTON-Carol Tucker 
Foreman, Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture for Food and Consu- 
mer Services, has announced that 
the school lunch, breakfast, and 
child ¢are programs will receive 
increased payments adjusted to 
reflect: the change їп the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) 
series for food away from home. 

The adjustments, effective July 
1, reflect the 4.9 percent increase 
in the CPI for the six month 
period, Nov. 1976 to May 1977. 
The increased payments paid to 
schools and institutions through 
state agencies help defray meal 
preparation costs in the national 
school lunch, school breakfast, and 
child care food program. 

‘The national average payment 
for the school lunch program will 
be increased from 13.25 cents to 
14 cents for each lünch served. 
Within that average, states are 
authorized by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) to 
yary the rate of reimbursement 
up to a maximum of 20 cents per 
lunch. 

The additional average payment 
for lunches served to needy 
children will be increased from 
50 cents фо 53 cents for a 
reduced-price lunch and from 60 
cents to 63 cents for a free lunch. 
The maximum total reimburse- 
ment states may pay schools and 
institutions . has been increased 
from 78.25 cents to 82 cents for a 
reduced-price lunch and from 
88.25 cents to 92-cents for a free 
lunch. 

‘Under the school breakfast 
program, the. national average 
payment will be increased from 


THE “GET YOUR GUARD UP” National

cents to 11.26 cents for each 
kfast served, The additional 
average paymen ch reduced 
price breakfast wilt be increased 
from 20 cents to 21 cents. The 
additional average payment for a 
free breakfast will be increased 
from 26.73 cents to 28 cents. 

Maximum rates of reimbursement 
states may pay especially needy 
schools and institutions will 
remain. at 40 cents for each 
reduced-price breakfast and at 45 


cents for each free breakfast 
served. 
Under the child care food 


program, states will receive the 
same payments for breakfasts as 
those for the school breakfast 
program, and the same payments 
for lunches and suppers as those 
for the national/ school lunch 
program. Payments for each 
mid-morning and mid-afternoon 
snack allowed under the child care 
food program have been increased 
from 5.50 cents to 5.75 cents. The 
additional average payments for 
reduced-price snacks under this 
program will increase from 11 
cents to 11.50 cents, and free 
snacks will increase ‘from 16.50 
cents to 17.25 cents 

In lieu of maintaining records on 
the actual cost of food used, 
sponsors of family and group day 
care homes in the child care food 
program may use food cost factor 
of 44.25 cents for each lunch or 
supper, 24.75 cents for each 
breakfast, and 15 cents for each 
supplement served. These factors 
are also adjusted semi-annually to 
reflect changes in the CPI 

The rates of payment are 
scheduled to appear in the Federal 
Register of Friday, July 1

Directory assistance 
calls now costing 


Southern Bell's call allowance 
Directory Assistance plan was 
responsible for cutting local home 
service increases in half, according 
to the Company. And since about 
95 percent of the customers in the 
19 other states with similar plans 
do not exceed their allowance, the 
Company predicts that a majority 
of its customers will seldom, if 
ever, see a charge on their bill. 

Local Groups Manager, B. 
Carlton White, said that most of 
the plan's benefit, comes from 
large expense savings with only a 
small amount'of money coming 
from directory assistance billing of 
i heavy D. А. users. That results in 

real savings for the customer, not_ 
„just a ing of cost from one 

service to another. 

These expense reductions had a 
major impact on rates in the 
Company's rate case, he said, 
reducing planned increases for 
basic monthly local . service 
charges by 60 cents a line. 
Increases in local coin telephone 

~ rates dropped the monthly charge 
by an additional.30 cents a line. 

As a reminder to customers, 
pie said, operators will begin 

nday asking, those who call 

Directory Assistance for their 

numbers. This will give frequent 

callers time to make preparations 
befor the actual start of the plan. 

Under the Directory Assistance 
plan, each customer line will have 
ап allowance of six calls a month, 
with two requests per call 
allowed. Calls over that amount 
will be charged 15 cents each. 
The six calls, 12 requests, 
allowance is designed to meet 


normal Directory Assistance 
needs, including numbers not 
listed in the directory, and ones 
that are listed but are difficult to 
find. Experience in the 19 other 
states and General Telephone 
Company, that currently have 
similar Directory ^ Assistance 
plans, show that'few customers 
come close to using their full 
monthly allowance, much less 
exceed it. The Florida call 
allowance, White added, is 
greater than most plans in effect, 
while the 15 cent charge is lower 
tan the 20 cent charge made in 
most other states. 

„Calls to long distance Directory 
Assistance outside of the subscri- 
‘ber’s area code ate exempt from 
charging. Also exempt are coin 
telephone users, hotel guests, 
hospital patients, and people with 
handicaps ош them from 
using the. directory. 

The Company is particularly 
concerned, White said, that 
persons who cannot use the 
directory because of a physical 
handicap know about their 
exemption rights, Exemption for 
these people applies to their 
telephone both at home and at 
work. т 

Before а customer сап be 
exempted, however, he must fill 
out a simple form and return it to 
the’ Company. Forms for both 
business апа. residence exemp- 
tions are available from all 
Southern Bell Business Offices 
and from local service organiza-

The possibility of a Glades audi- 
torium came about because of а 
gift of $78,000 to the college by the 
Florida Sugar Growers Coopera- 
tive in January, 1975.

ORLANDO-Agribusiness leaders 
throughout. Florida are worried 
about. shrinking profit margins. 
The continuing rise in prices 
farmers pay for good and services 
'and labor are cutting into their 
already low return on investment. 

Fourty-three percent of the 
Institute’s membership who re- 
sponded to the annual survey 
identified financial worries as 
their number one problem this 
year. They are paying more for 
fuel, insurance, feed, electrical 
energy, and labor. Meanwhile 
income from sales are staying 
about the same. 

Lewis Friend‘ a sugar grower 
in Pahokee, says that it is a break 
even situation at best for sugar 
growers. "It costs us 13% cents 
to grow. sugar and we're only 
getting 10 cents return on the 
market. Friend continued, "Five 
years ago we paid $10,000.00 for a 
tractor which would cost us 
$30,000.00 today. Needless to say 
we are putting. off buying that 
new tractor and other things we 
need. What happens to farmers 
affects the whole economy of our 
area. When we are in a loss 
situation people are laid off, our 
suppliers dont” do as much 
business, bank deposits decline 
and everything slows.” 

The nursery industry is also off. 
Joseph Shaw, of Shaw Nursery in 
South Miami said, “We produce a 
non-essential product. It is 
tougher 10 sell іп а slow 
есопоту." 

William Shirey of Shirey Dairy 
in Vero Beach told te institute, 
that he pays 50 cents more per 
100 pounds of feed this year. 
‘This doesn't bother us because, 
we expéct feed prices to go up and 
down. But, what really hurts is 
increases in electricity, insurance, 
and repairs, Our electricity bill 
has gone up from $695 to $900 a 
month, for the same number of 
kilowatt hours. We've experienc- 
ed an increase of about 15 percent 
this year in material and 
supplies...Repairs bills for refrig- 
eration equipment have gone up 
$3.00 per hour, from’ $18.00 to 
$21.00 for a service call." 

Citrus growers are also facing 
increases. Byron Herlong, of A.S. 
Herlong Co. in Leesburg says, 
that everything has gone up. 
‘the rising costs of production — 
gas, crates, labor, fertilizer, and 
chemicals have all increased. 
When money is tight we try to 
find ways to cut down on 
expenses. But, when it is dry we 
have to irrigate. When insects are 
a problem we have to spray. And 
when it freezes we have to protect 
our trees."

This program offers hope at a 
time when it is greatly needed. 
Rural crime has risen by 20 
percent in the last year. One 
reason for this is the high value of 
farm equipment itself. Most 


.farmers have up to $100,000 tied 


up in farm equipment, and most 
farm equipment is not required to 
be licensed or titled. 

Another reason crime is up in 
the rural areas is because many 
homes and storage places are 
isolated and poorly lit. Many 
pieces of equipment are used 
seasonally and are only thought 
about then. 

Organized crime has moved into 
agricultural property stealing, 
presenting a major problem. 
There is a big market for farm 
equipment in South America and 
this is where organized crime 
comes in. 

The National Identification 
Program for Personal Property 
can vastly deter this crime. There 
are many advantages to this 
identification program in that it 


brings uniformity and standarai- 
zation to the owner and 
identification concept. 

A third advantage to 'the 
program is that stolen property 
can be traced back to the rightful 
owner often within minutes. ` 

An advantage that points to the 
program's efficiency їз that 
individual identification numbers 
never change within the state. 

A major reason to participate in 
this safety program is that the 
identification number can be 
applied to all personal property. 

The national identification pro- 
gram operates simply angi 


efficiently. The first step is (о, g»: 


to the sheriff's office and obtair a 
number. The number consists of 
ten characters, the first five 
identifying the state and county, 
and the last five identifying the 
individual. 

The owner then purchases a 
stamping tool or engraver and 
stamps all his equipment. The 
sheriff's office will recommend 
where to stamp. 

The equipment will then be 
stamped in a standard place and 
also in a place that only the owner 
will know. This is done in case the 


original engraving is filed-oi 

The sheriff's office has 
information available ‘on 
projéct. Answers to questions 
such as what happens if the 
equipment is sold, if the owner 
moves, and others are available at 
the sheriff's ‘office. .
